cutting off the colony from easy access 
to other districts. 

Fight Against Fiood 

Day efter day, night after night, the 
colony had fought the flood, only to 
nee most of ita efforts to go for naught. 
Should. the.river rise amy -more, only 
super-human efforts will be able to 
gave the results of long toil from com- 
plete obliteration. 

Waters Backing Up 

Except at Wberville, it is not the 
Assiniboine that is directly flooding 
the land, but the waters that are back - 
{rg up coulees that lead inland from 
the south bank. These waters 6 
|naturelly finding their way to the low- 
jlying places, and leaving their mark 
wherever they 60. 

Hurried efforts at dyking are being 
carried on in all directions at Iber- 
ville, but the grades of two roads and 
two ratiway lines will prevent

PASSION PLAY 
BEGINS AFTER 
LONG HOLIDAY 


Leading Actor Hopes It Will Re- 
sult in Much Better Inter- 
national Relations 


OBPRAMMERGAU, Germany, May 
14.—Today saw the first public ner- 
formance since 1910 of the world re- 
nowned Passion Play with the inhabi- 
tants of the Bavarian village, the ac- 
tors. An audience of some 4,900 per- 
songs attended, 

It wag pointed out today that 
while at Wagehington end Genoa the 
expert political and economic builders 
of the world conferred on the recon- 
struction of good will among men, the 
representatives of the four corners of 
Christendom were beginning the eea- 
son's pilgrimages to Oberammergau 
to witness the established interpreta- 
tion of the foundation on which the 
religious structure was based in the 
career of the Man of Galilee. 

“T hope the Passion Play will con- 
etitute a basis from which more 
friendly intercourse between nations 
will result in better international re- 
lations,” said Anton Lang, who plays 
the role of Christ. “To me _ thero 
could be no better place for a peace 
conference than Oberammergau with 
the teachings of its Passion Play.” 

The village itself does not forget 
the realistic slide of life while portray- 
ing ity idealism. Fourteen members 
of the Red Cross as well as firemen 
of the local department stand ready 
in the theatre for any emergency.

VANCOUVER, May 14.-—With 600 
patsengers aboard, the largest liet of 
passengers thet has ‘been carried this 
year ‘by an Australian liner, the R. M.

WILD MEN OF THE LUMBER 
CAMPS,

Sin--In one of the larger cities 
back east, an itinerant preacher had 
been billed to apenk at a series of 
meetings; hia eubjecte being bullt 
around his work in the lumber camps 
of the northweet. 

To hear that speaker portray some 


of the many characters he had come | 


in contact with, made one bvlleve 
that ali the bad men 
had been banished to the buah coun- 
try, and which, etrange to gay, is yet 
the general idea of the majority of 
folks who have heard but not seen. 

Of course, one haa to confess thit 
lumberjacks are a tough set, but not 
in the accepted idea of those ignor- 
ant to bush life. It needs all tho 


| toughness of physique to make goul 


at thia he-man'’s work, but surely 
thie should not oarry with it tho 
idea that he is tough in morale ce 
well. Certainly there are some of 
the most brutal and worthless 
scoundrels on the face of the earth 
to be found in many of the lumber 


j camps, both on the Pacific coast or ta 


the interior, but let us go for com- 
parison into any of the cities. Here 
you will find more toughs and rasca's 
inch than you will 


the bush lands Even if we have 
a bully or ecamp tn our camp he has 
to earn his bed and grub. by the 
sweat of his brow, anyway, whilst

without attempting to caste the

those camps, but with each body of 
men who had been rightly or wrong- 
ly branded to the outside world as 
something without the pale of our 
civilization 

British Columbia offered the wider 
scope for choice of an average lumber 
whether i¢ be at the coast or 
in the Interior, eo to one in the latter 


territory we went to find the wild | 
bad man in their native haunts, The| 


selected was a representative 
one, meaning that !t was not only a 
logging camp, but ties and sawn jum- 
ber were made Bere and 
down a etream of sufficient volume 
of water to carry the finished pro- 


duct to the larger river where it was| 
| finally loaded on the care. 


We remember that preachor’s name 
was Doyle, #0 according to Doyle 
(not Hoyle tn this case), we should 
have been greeted with a string of 
luried language when we pusnred 
open the door of a log hut that did 
duty as an office to ask for employ- 
ment in that camp But we were 
sadly disappointed, The one and only 
startling incident within that log of- 
fece being the rapid-fire action of a 
healthy looking young fellow on in 
over-worked and perepiring type- 
writer, to whom we advanced our re- 
quest for a job. He gave us a hearty 
invitation to visit the cook for eats 
being between meal hours, after- 
back and " gee the 
boss.” 

We got that job, but that job got 
our goats—metaphoricaly speaking, 
to say nothing of getting large tracts 
of epidermig from our hands, For the 


first couple of days there was 
phonomona, which Wag totally un- 
noticed by everybody else. We will 


swear that each hour had two hund- 
red minutes to it, while each day de- 
manded fifty hours as its dally ra- 
tion Nevertheless, we had come to 
see, mark, learn and inwardly digest 
the working of a lumber camp and, 
according to Doyle, the wild denizens. 

Soon the hours came back to nor- 


| mal 60 we were able to devote a little 


time to explore for the bad men we 
had come to investigate. This was a 
camp of some three hundred menan4 
not a single specimen of the fair sex. 
Here were many nationalities but no 
colored faces, One race, we found the 
Ove'a. Han's and Olaf's predominated, 
forming an almost separate colony 
by themselves, both in work and play, 
using thelr own fanguage on all oc: 
casions, even their bomes being 
drawn from amongst themselves 
Thia is the only method to produce 
results, the management told us. 

Canadians, Americana and British- 
ers, with an occasional southern 
Puropean comprised the others of the 
camp. The old-time ‘jacks were 
amazingly experts in the art of real 
logging, doing wonderful caliathenice 
with double-bitted axes and cant- 
hook, Log-roving and enaking-out 
by the teamstera who almost with- 
out exception, treated their horses as 
gentile as a mother js with her babe, 
was 4 revelation of what the cooper.- 
tion of man and beast can accomplish. 
All lumberjacks are experts in ther 
line, come excel] in one thing over that 
of hig fellows, but without the keon 
judgement and gkiliful precision ‘n 
felling the big e#ticks, life and limb 
would pey a huge toll, 

Yet {t was not gmonget these men 
that the more interesting chavicters 
were found. Many of the od4-ton 
men and flunkeys have a type which 


fg found in camps from coast to 
coast, especially amongst the flun- 
keys. This job is better paid ae a 


rule than the odd-job man, but thea 
{t isn't everybody who will do vuhls 
kind of work, so probably it appeals 
only to a certain type of man, Here 
is a good @ubject for a gtudent cf 
physiognomy.
